THE. CENSO RSHIP REGULATIONS.. 


For the firat time cince the outbresk of war, Hcngkong is now 
placed usder definite cencorsbip regulations, Tke text of these, 
whioh'bave beon promulgated by His Exoelloncy the Governor for 
the purpose of controlling “the collecticn and oommunication of 
navaland miljters information,” and “the epresding of {alee or 

rejadicis] reports,” spposred in our issue of Saturday. Based largr- 
y on the Defence of the Realm Act, which has basen Operative at 
Home from the early deys of. the war, they are of 6 most compre- 
hensive character, and they give the authorities power to proceed 
Against any person altering falee atatemente; revealing war 
measorer, the nature of which it ie deemed sdvieable to keep secret; 
or -cirenlating any ramour likely to prove injarious ta the Empire 
in ifs prosecntion cf the war. The creating of trouble “ between 
_ the different classea of His Majeaty's subjects” is aloo made an 
offence under the mea. ures now iu force, 

’ Though the new regula'ions apply to all classes and sections 
of the commanity, they partisalarly affect those who are concerned 
with the publication of nowapapera and periodicale, for whom the 
eitustion is now msde much clearer than it hitherto has been. 
- The Prose bere bas, all through the war, beon subject te a form of 
censorship, it is tras, bat doabte heve arisen as to the precise 
measure of suthority which lay. behind ite imposition. Lo conse- 
quenoe of the general vaguensss of the arrangemonts to which the 
newspapers have conformed, the position haa never been really 
« eatisfectory, either to the authorities or to the Prass iin general; 
and the Istter hae anffered a deal of exasperation in ita endeavours 
to respect official wishes. To mention only ons
